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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group A, claim(s) 1, is drawn to a method of screening a novel protein. (A 1 st Method) 

Group B, claim(s) 2 and 20-28, are drawn to a novel protein obtained by the screening 
method of claim 1 further including steps D-E. (A 1 st Product)

Group D, claim(s) 4, is drawn to a novel protein obtained by the screening method of

Group E, claim(s) 5-7, are drawn to a novel protein achieving an improved blocking 
efficiency via modifying an amino acid sequence according to claim 1 .

Group G, claim(s) 17, is drawn to a novel protein having one or more hydrophilic 
domains and one or more hydrophilic domains. (A 6 th Product) 

Group H, claim(s) 18-19, are drawn to a modified novel protein characterized in that a 
blocking speed is further enhanced than that of BSA. (A 7 th Product) 
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2. The inventions listed as Groups A-H do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Under PCT rules Applicant is entitled to an 
examination of one of the combination groupings: (1) a product, a method of using said product 
and a method of producing said product. The instant claims are directed to multiple products and 
a method. Accordingly, Applicant must select one for further prosecution.
